Recommendation of Miss Ethel 
Bray, of Brazil, Ind., as director of 
drawing in the public schools, was 
approved by the board. Miss Bray 
is a graduate of the Indiana State 
Normal school and also holds de- 
grees in art subjects from Chicago 
and Columbia universities. She 
succeeds Miss A. M. Wilson, who re- 
tired during the summer. 


Will Teach Geography. 


Appointment of Miss Edith M, 
Barger, veteran teacher in the pub- 
lic schools, was recommended by 
Dr. Frank W. Ballou and approved 
by the board as teacher of geog- 
raphy in the Wilson Normal sciool 
and Miss Esther Scott, senior at the 
Wilson Normal school, was named 
teacher in charge of nature study. 
The 45-year age limit was waived 
in the appointment of Miss Barger. 

Apropos of the appointments ap- 
proved vesterday, a letter was read 
at the board meeting from J. G. 
Yaden expressing vigorous opposi- 
tion to the policy of getting outside 
talent for one-half of the school su- 
pervisory positions. Mr. Yaden 
hased his assumption of such a pol- 
icy on the general recommendation 
of John J. Tigert, commissioner of 
education, that a 50-50 average be 
struck in selecting teachers. Dr. 
Ballou explained that in seeking 
teachers he often is forced by neces- 
Sity to go out of the city tor capa- 
ble persons. ~ 

In a letter, Kepler Hoyt asked 
the board whether the practice of 
admitting only the upper-half of 
high school graduates to the normal 
school was retroactive. This again, 
it was explained by Dr. Ballou, is a 
theory sponsored by Mr. Tigert, but 
is not an accepted policy of the 
board. Any one wishing to enter 
normal school who happens to be 
below the scholastic standing of 50 
per cent of the graduating high 
school class, will be admitted if the 
applicant entertains an ambition to 
become a teacher. 

The District auditor will be 
asked by the board to give a ruling 
on what constitute nonresidence, 
so that the question of nonresidence 
tuition may be settled. 

The question to be decided is 
whether or not a nonresident stu- 
dent may avoid paying tuition by 
living in the District during the 
five school days of each week. 
Suits by nonresident ¥§ students 
against the District government to 
recover tuition paid under such 
conditions are now pending in the 
courts.

FOR RETIRING FUND 


Fire and Police Men Entitled 
to Greater Consideration 
Than Civilians, He Avers. 


MEN WELL CARED FOR, 
AUDITOR DONOVAN SAYS 


Cites Widows’ Pensions and 
Favors Increased Retire- 
ment Allowance. 


Chief Engineer George S. Wat- 
son, of the District fire department, 
yesterday protested to Maj. Daniel 
J. Donovan, District auditor, against 
the proposed increase of deductions 
from firemen’s and policemen’s 
salaries for the retirement fund. 

The fire chief said that the men 
in these two services were entitled 
to contribute less toward pensions 
than civil employes of the govern- 
ment, because of the hazardous na- 
ture of their work. He expressed 
the opinion that the membership of 
the department would resent such 
an increase.

Hill’s Wet Proclivities Disliked 
in Dry Country, but Boss’ 
Will Ils Powerful Aid.

Salisbury, Md., Sept. 8.—The big 
question in the rival Weller and 
Hill senatorial camps as Tuesday,s 
primary approaches just how 
many of tlfese nine Eastern Shore 
counties former United States Sen- 
ator Jackson will be able to deliver 
to Hill. 


It is generally helieved that he 
will make good with five—Wicomi- 
co, Worcester, Talbot, Somerset 
and Cecil. Two counties, Dorches- 
ter and Queen Annes, are doubtful, 
while Kent and Caroline seem to 
be safely in the Weller margin. 

In former years it. has not been 
a question of how many of the 
counties Sénator Jackson could de- 
liver, but to whom he would deliver 
them. Therein lies this primary’s 
story. ' 

The venerable campaigner, now 
Republican national committeeman, 
did control all patronage on the

Eastern Shore. He split with Sen- 
ator Weller and is now one of the 
triumvirate of powerful backers of 
the Hill candidacy. But this is all 
dry territory, with an aridity which 
‘no moisture from the bay can di- 
minish, and Hill is ‘‘wringing wet,’’ 
while Weller, if he is guilty of 
| Hill’s accusation, is only moder- 
ately so. 


Jackson Can Not Deliver All. 


There are local leaders against 
Hill for this reason and there are 
those against him = for personal 
reasons as Well. The great majori- 
ty are against him, but the undis- 
puted boss is for him, so that puts 
the whole matter in another light 
and explains why Senator Jackson, 
according to the consensus, will not 
be able to deliver to Hill the East- 
ern Shore en bloc. That he will de- 
liver five and possibly seven coun- 
ties rather attests to the senator's 
leadership.

President Coolidge was considering 
the agricultural question and might 
make some move in the short ses- 
sion .of Congress to strengthen the 
cooperative marketing movement 
Was seen today when W. I. Drum- 
mond, of Kansas City, Mo., chair- 
man of the Américan Farm Con- 
gress, announced during a visit to 
the summer White House that his 
organization had submitted a draft 
of a cooperative marketing bill to 
Mr. Coolidge and 59 congressmen. 

Described as somewhat similar to 
the méasure introduced in the clos- 
ing days of the last session by Sen- 
ator Fess (Republican), Ohio, but 
defeated notwithstanding the _ in- 
Gorsement of Mr. Coolidge, the 
méasure would provide government 
financial assistance to cooperatives 
in a way that, it was said, would 
leave the initiative and management 
to the farmers. 

While the views of the President 
toward the proposal were not re- 
vealed, Mr. Drummond, who repre- 
sents an organization described as 
nonpartisan, concerned only with re- 
search and educational farm prob- 
lems, and the second oldest agricul- 
tural organization in the country, 
declared any complaints that Mr. 
understand the 
farm problem or does not intend to 
do all he can to help are unfair. 
The President, Mr. Drummond em- 
phasizes, understands the question 
as it now is and is very much in 
earnest. 


House Leader to Visit. 


An opportunity for Mr. Coolidge 
to consider the possibility of in- 
cluding farm legislation in the ad- 
ministration congressional program 
this winter is expected to be pre- 
sented tomorrow, when he will re- 
ceive Representative Tilson, of Con- 
necticut, the Republican floor 
leader in the House.

Mr. Drummond, who was invited 
here by Mr. Coolidge to discuss 
the agricultural question generally, 
expressed his opposition to the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, which was de- 
feated at the recent session ° of 
Congress and opposed some fea- 
tures of the Fess measure, but said 
the government should assist the 
farmers in disposing of surplus 
crops. 


Discusses Haugen Bill. 


The government, by its course 
over years in developing agricul- 
ture, he said, has helped build up 
an agricultural surplus, and it is 
its moral responsibility now to aid 
in the disposal of that surplus. 

Whereas the McNary-Haugen 
bill provided an equalization fee, 
which he described as a form of

Beauty’s eclipse was brief, how- 
ever.

GERMANY IS CHOSEN :

Germany will not act, brusquely, but 
will feel her way gradualty toward 
a solution of outstanding problems, 
such as the restoration of her colo- 
nies and the evacuation of German 
soil. 

Apparently the allied council of 
ambassadors hesitates to turn over 
control of German armament to the 
League of Nations until definitely 
convinced that Germany has lived 
up to all the provisions of the 
Treaty of Versailles. Yet it is be- | 
lieved that it will be only a ques- 
tion of time when this problem will 
reach the league. 

Germany’s' entrance 
Geneva stage will undoubtedly 
cause controversies, but as one 
statesman said tonight: “It is bet- 
ter to have a battle with words 
than a battle with bullets.’’ 

There was one discordant note 
in the proceedings. The Scandina- 
vian states protested against the 
linking of Germany’s election with 
the approval of an increase of the 
nonpermanent seats of the council.

“BUNGLED INQUIRY” 


CHARGED TO POLICE 
INMELLETT MURDER 


Fifteen Witnesses Called to 
Back Mayor’s Removal: 
of Chie! Lengel. 

TESTIMONY DESCRIBES 
UNDERWORLD CONTACTS 


Mysterious Auto Call at Home 
of Official Night of the 
Slaying Is Cited. 


Canton, Ohio, Sept. 8 (By A. P.). 
Several 
phases of the Mellett murder case 
were presented to the Canton civil 
service commission, which today be- 
gan hearing the appeal of S. A. 
Lengel, deposed police chief, who is 
seeking reinstatement. 

Fifteen witnesses were put on the 
stand by counsel for Mayor §S. M. 
Swarts in an effort to show how 
Lengel is alleged to have blundered 
in conducting the inquiry into the 
murder: of the publisher, Don R. 
Mellett, and to have had intimate 
contact with known law violators. 

The testimony included not only 
evidence intended for use against 
Lengel’s reinstatement, but evi- 
dence in the murder case, evidence 
in the case of City Detective Floyd 
Streitenberger, suspended yesterday 
for alleged association with *“‘known 
law violators’’ and revelation of 
some of the workings, customs and 
life of the underworld. 

All of it, counsel for the mayor 
insisted to the commission, shows 
either how the deposed chief ‘‘bun- 


gled the inquiry’’ or how he had 


contact with the underworld and 
permitted members of his depart- 
ment to have similar contact. 


Story of Witnesses. 


Outstanding was the testimony 
of: 

John A. McDonald, motorcycleof- 
ficer, that Lengel and Ben Rudner, 
one CA the trio indicted for the 
murder of Mellett, had a conference 
in alley at the side of police head- 
quarters three hours before the 
murder. 

Laura Hardy, city police signal 
operator, that, although she sound- 
ed sirens and flashed lights on po- 
lice signal boxes throughout the 
city for 22 minutes, beginning 35 
minutes after the murder, only one 
officer answered the signals; that 
she was unable to locate Seret. 
Vongunten, left in charge of the 
department; that she was not told 
why she was flashing the ‘signals, 
although it is the custom to give 
her details to relay to the officers. 

H. R. Fowler, neighbor to Len- 
gel—that a mysterious automobile, 


with dimmed lights and three occu-: 


pants, visited Lengel’s home an 
hour before the murder. 

Fred Graub, patrolman-——That on 
the afternoon of the murder he was 
ordered by Lengel to cut down the 
weeds in a lot opposite the garage 
at the door of which Mellett was 
killed and to look for clues; that 
he took with him to do the work 
four convicts from the Stark county 
workhouse and that no clues were 
found.

Efforts to admit Germany-into the league 
were frustrated last March by Brazil, which 
demanded a permanent seat in the council. 
Failing to obtain this seat, Brazil gave notice 
of withdrawal from the league. On the eve 
of the present meeting of the league Spain 
demanded a permanent seat, but this was de- 
nied her, and her withdrawal from the league 
is expected. Argentina has practically severed 
connection with the league. 

The admission of Germany into the circle 
of great powers which dominate the league 
of nations can not fail to be followed by far- 
reaching changes in -—European politics. The 
German nation is smarting under what it re- 
gards grossly unjust provisions of the 
treaty of Versailles. Although Germany ac- 
cepts the Franco-Belgian frontier line as fixed 
by the treaty, it has always protested against 
the frontier line on the east, which separates 
East Rrussia from the country and gives to 
Poland a region which Germany regards as 
purely German. In the treaty Germany admits 
her guilt in starting the war; and millions of 
Germans protest against this indictment. The 
treaty purports to place all colonial territory 
taken from Germany under the jurisdiction of 
the league of nations, and the league has dis- 
tributed this territory to the great allied pow- 
ers and Belgium as mandatories. 

As league under the covenant is still 
“sovereign’’ over captured German territories, 
Germany is preparing to demand some of this 
territory on the ground that she is in need 
raw materials,and must have room, for-cofonial 
expansion. An active propagzazida has been 
started in. Germany prelimimary to making a 
demand for a return of ome of the colonies. 
But the powers holdipg-mandates over former 
German territory are not in the least likely to 
vield possessioy;, although officially they set

The league, in brushing 
aside obstacles to Germany’s admission, has 
tried to set up two standards of equality 
among nations, an absurdity which will prob- 
ably result in the eventual disruption of the 
league. 


EXTRAVAGANCE OF STATES. 


While the Federal government expenditures 
are steadily declining, the State expenditures 
are still steadily increasing... A recent survey 
shows that State expenditures last year totaled 
$1,614,000,000, as compared with $1,513,000.- 
000 in 1924 and only $517,000,000 in 1917. 
The cost of State governments has increased 
200 per cent in eight years. All but 7 of the 
48 States showed a deficit in 1925. ’ 

The net State debts in 1925 showed a total 
of about $1,251,000,000. It was $11.25 per 
capita in 1925, about $10.64 per capita in 
1924, and about $4.93 per capita in 1917, 
Thus, while the Federal administration is suc- 
ceeding in reducing both public expenditures 
and the public debt, the State governments ars 
indulging in a riot of expenditures and debts. 

Citizens who complain of high taxes and 
high cost of living should turn their attention 
to the real cause of their troubles—to the 
State governments. High State taxes increase 
cost of production, increase prices, and make 
living harder and more difficult. 


LOANS TO SPECULATORS. 


The Federal Reserve Board's weekly report 
of the condition of 697 banks shows that brok- 
erage loans have increased $114,388,541 in 
80 days, making a total of $2,997,759,527 on 
September 1, of which $2,758,274,000 was in 
New York city alone. At the same time loans 
to industrial corporations decreased $48,000,- 
000 in 30 days. | 

While the large brokerage loans were some 
$143,366,000 below the highest level this year 
(January 6), they create a feeling of uneasi- 
ness among conservative financiers. The raté 
of discount has been increased to about 5 per 
cent, which will have a tendency to check 
speculative loans on stocks and bonds. 

It is impossible to tell how much this specu- 
lative tendency boosts stocks and bonds, thus

The records of the pension office reveal that 
there were 12,524 annuitants on the rolis on 
the first day of the current fiscal year. If 
too, that the office charged with the 
duty of paying the annuities has sent out to 
the departments 10,000 calls for statements 
as to the status of the annuitants in the mat- 
ter of excess leave of absence. There have 
been received thus far only 4,090 replies, al- 
though two months have elapsed since the 
order frem the pension commissioner was pro- 
mulgated. The pension office, therefore, is 
not entitled to all the blame for the delay.

In our menu for today we are go- 
ing to call for a ham tenderloin. A 
reader once wrote that except for 
this column she would never: have 
discovered this delicacy and that 
from its use she had derived much 
pleasure. We are all ham hungry 
once in a while without doubt, and 
vet a whole ham running into many 
pounds and almost as many dollars 
seems an undertaking. If the fam- 
ily is a small one, we have difficulty 
in disposing of a whole ham before 
we are deadly sick of the sight of it. 
What then to do? A ham tenderloin, 
1o be sure. They may be had for 
something around $1 or a large one 
for from $1 to $1.50, and one easily 
provides for two and probably three 
meals if-the family does not find it 
too delicious to resist. 

Select as lean a tenderloin as you 
can and boil it slowly (simmer), for 
from 1% to 2 hours. Allow it to 
cool in the water in which it is 
cooked. To this water, while it is 
cooking, should be added one onion, 
one carrot, one bay leaf, a few, 
cloves and some brown sugar. When 
the ham has cooled thoroughly, re- 
move it to a baking dish and heat 
it in the oven before serving. While 
it is being reheated it is made sweet 
and delicious by basting it with 
liquid from the boiling to which

Baked Noodle Ring 


Boil one box of egg noodles in 
salted water until done. Make a 
thin white sauce of one cup of milk, 
one heaping tablespoonful of flour 
and one large tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Add to this sauce one table- 
spoonful of Worcestershire sauce 
and one cup of grated cheese 
(American). Mix the noodles and 
sauce well and turn into a buttered 
baking dish or preferably ring and 
bake in a moderate oven until well 
browned. 


Cabbage and Apple Salad. 


Mix equal parts finely chopped or 
shredded cabbage and firm tart ap- 
ples cut in small pieces with suffi- 
cient mayonnaise to bind together 
and arrange on crigp lettuce leaves. 
Walnut meats broken in small 
pieces may be added to the combi- 
'nation or sprinkled over the top 
before the last little dot of mayon- 
naise is added as a garnish. Finish 
off with a dash of paprika. This 
Salad, as we have repeatedly said, 
is both nourishing and healthful in 
a degree above the ordinary. 


Apple Snow. 


Two tart apples, one cup sugar, 
one egg, pinch of salt. Grate the 
apples and add the sugar and the 
beaten white of the egg. Add salt 
and whip ingredients until stiff. 
Place in sherbet glasses and add 
any kind of fruit and sprinkle with 
chopped nuts. Place on ice, rather, 
near the ice until thoroughly chilled. 
It is not necessary to add fruit. 
although bananas, oranges, grapes 
or pears, all of which are in season, 
may be added to this dish. It may 
be prepared in the morning and set 
aside, which does away with all 
thought of the dessert when the 
husy moment just preceding the 
serving of the evening meal ar- 
rives. This recipe is not a new 
one to our column, but it 
was given in detail so many 
months ago that we deem it wise 
to give the directions again at this 
time. It is worth filing, and manyJ 
months may pass before it again 
appears more than in the menu as 
a dessert without particulars.

It has happened occa- 
Sionally that a traffic policeman 
who has been transferred from a 
bad beat to a good one has been re- 
lieved of his headaches and the 
other symptoms of carbom monoxide 
poisoning. Intelligent policemen, as 
well as intelligent employes of pub- 
lic garages, are beginning to under- 
stand the meaning of these symp- 
toms. 


Dr. Wilson and her associates 

made a study of the blood of a 
number of traffic policemen in Phil- 
a delphia. Most of the men studied 
worked with the heavy traffic going 
on and.off the ferries. Without say- 
ing anything to the men about 
symptoms or the reason for the ex- 
amination, they took samples of 
blood and examined them for car- 
bon monoxide. When the blood of a 
person contains 30 per cent of the 
total amount of carbon monoxide it 
will hold, symptoms begin to ap- 
pear. In this study the carbon mon- 
oxide in the bloods range from 
nothing to something more than 
30 per cent saturation.

All of these studies relate to 
ucute, nonfatal, carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Just what are the chronic 
effects which Will result from hold- 
ing down a bad corner for years 
remains to be geen. 

We are just beginning to keaw 
about carbon monoxide poisoning. 
In a few places there are laws in- 
tended to prevent acute poisoning. 
The field of mild poisoning aud 
chronic poisoning are still un- 
cleared ground. «

Each, Statistics Hold.

In the field of banking and in- 
Surance, Federal figures indicate) 
the. overwheiming prosperity of 
1926 will be shared by about 65,- 
900 corporations, but out_of that 
large group 100 mammoth compan- 
ies will split among them approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the profits. 
These 100 concerns, directed and 
Officered by about 3,000 men, are 
centralized in New York, Pennsyl- 
yYania, California and Illinois, for 
the most part. <A secondary group 
of 175 somewhat smaller banking 
and insurance companies also will 
make large profits. 

All told, these two groups of big-. 
Capital companies will divide some- 
what more than one-third of ‘the 
banking and insurance profits of 
1926, unless the year shows unex- 
pected upsets in form. The re- 
maining companies, numbering 
more than 64,500, will distribute 
the rest of the profits, or about 
two-thirds.

All told, these 44,000 companies 
divided about &8% per cent of the 
total profits in the sans during 
the year, leaving upwards of 90 
per cent to be divided among the 
larger concerns. -Adequate capital 
and extraordinary efficiency seem 
to, tell more heavily in the banking 
business than in any other listed 
by the government. 

The dividend record of the banks 
and insurance companies, however, 
is impressive when compared with 
that of corporations in other lines. 
About-one-seventh of all the divi- 
dends, cash and stock, paid in the 
United States that year came from 
the banks and insurance companies, 
whose total payments of that kind 
ran to upwards of $700,000,000. 
This dividend was paid out of gross 
receipts which totaled about $5,- 
500,000,000 during the year, show- 
ing a high percentage of profit out 


i of every dollar in gross earnings. 


High by Comparison. 


It was much higher than jin the 
case of the transportation facilities 
of the country, for instance. Their 
gross receipts during the year 
totaled upwards of $9,000,000,000 
or about three-fourths as much 
again as the gross receipts of the 
financial institutions; yet the 
iecord shows that dividends paid 
out by the banks and insurance 
‘eoOmpanies were almost as great as 
enone paid out by the traneporta- 

‘on companies. 

During 1926 business is running 
ai a considerably higher level than 
in 1923 and increased earnings for 
banks and insurance companies un- 
doubtedly will be reeorded. Bat 
the relative percentage of highly 
successful companies changes little 
from vear to year. Consequently, 
unless une staid old business of 
handling money has undergone a 
revolutionary change since 1923, 
the number of concerns to be found 
at the top of the list, so far as 
profits are eoncerned, will be but 
little changed from the number re- 
corded in 1923.

COTTON PRODUCTION 
ESTIMATES DECLINE 


Drop 82, 000 Bales in Fort- 
night, But Outcome Is Un- 


certain, Says Report.

Much uncertainty still remains 
with regard to the outcome of this 
year’s cotton crop, the Department

In the fortnight since August 16 
there was a decline of 82,000 bales 
in prospective production. From

prior to September 1 
amounted to 694,877 running bales, 
counting round as half bales, com- 
pared with 1,886,399 bales to ‘that 
date last year, the census bureau 
announced yesterday. Round bales 
included numbered 14,607, com- 
pared with 23,349 last year.

‘Structure Housing Agriculture 
Divisions Bought Under New 
rederal Program. 


COMPLETED east MARCH 


An attempt to have a new public 
health service building included in 
the $60,000,000 building program 
of the Federal government will be 
made within a few days, when the 
request will be laid before the fine 
arts and public buildings commis- 
sion. The four-story building used 
by the Department of Agriculture 
at Linwood place and C _ street 
southwest, was bought yesterday by 
the government for $300,000 as, the 
first purchase of the housing pro- 
gram. 

The building, which was 
chased from the Economics Build- 
ing corporation, is occupied by the 
cotton standards division and the 
division of land ecomonics of the 
Department of Agriculture. It was 
built with the understanding that 
the government would eventually 
purchase it. 

Construction work on the build- 
ing was begun a year ago and was 
completed in March. Since that 
time, the government has been pay- 
ing rental at the rate of $25,000 a 
year. Approximately 350 men and 
women are employed in the build- 
ing. ; 
The public health service building 
would bring together the five differ- 
ent sections of the service and tend 
to centralize and make more effici- 
ent its efforts, officials point out. 
They want the building located at 
Thirty-fourth and E streets, on land 
owned by the service. 


POWER T0 REVOKE 
PERMITS ASSAILED 


Attorney for bietinaes Says 
Eldridge Exceeds Authority 
Under Constitution. 


Characterizing Traffic Director 
Eldridge’s power to revoke permits 
as despotic, arbitrary, absolute and 
in contravention to the Constitu- 
tion, Milton F. Barrett, attorney for 
Gennoske Higaski, will attack the 


jurisdiction of the traffic director 
in a petition of protest which he 
will file at a hearing ordered by 
Director Eldridge this morning. 
Higaski- is awaiting trial on a 
charge of driving while drunk. 
According to Barrett’s petition, 
Congress has no right to delegate 
legislative enforcement and judi- 
cial power to one man. He contends 
that Congress is the only power 
which can pass legislation. 

Barrett declares that to revoke 
Higaski’s permit would deprive him 
of his livelihood, as the Japanese is 
engaged in the agricultural and flo- 
ral business and has to deliver his 
goods in a truck. He charges that 
the traffic act confers judicial pow- 
er on Eldridge by making his deci- 
sions subject to a writ of error to 
the appeals court. This is uncon- 
stitutional, he says. 


MESSENGER JAILED 
FOR OFFICE THEFTS 


300-Day Sentence Given Vet- 
erans Bureau Employe; 
Workers Lost $800. 


William R. McGee, colored, vet- 
erans’ bureau messenger, was sen- 
ternced to 300 days in jail yester- 
day by Judge Schuldt in police 
court for the alleged theft of money 
from bureau employes. He was 
called ‘‘one of the meanest thieves 
ever brought before me”’ by Judge 
Schuldt. 

McGee was convicted of the theft 
of $5 from Mrs. Emma Hall, 121 
Eleventh street northeast, an em- 
ploye of the claims division. Mrs. 
Hall discovered McGee taking her 
pocketbook from a desk drawer
